SAVVY HELPER 

If you own a small business or work from home, Canon’s 
recently launched new Maxify printers - designed for high- 
volume printing, increased productivity and better cost savings 
- might be just what you need. We got to review the MB5370 
($459), and found it a breeze to set up. Wi-Fi connectivity 
allowed printing via mobiles through an app, and you could 
also print directly via several cloud services including Dropbox 
and Google Drive. The MB5370 is the first in Canon’s line-up 
of desktop inkjet printers to have a single-pass two-sided scan 
engine, allowing us to do duplex scanning at one go. Save for 
some blue hues, we found the colours were replicated quite 
closely to the originals. You can’t print A3 sizes, but this set 
comes with two 250-sheet paper cartridges, so you don’t have 
to keep topping up. Printing was fast too - printouts came out 
in less time than it took to cross the room. The ink cartridges 
can churn out 1 ,000 pages of monochrome sheets, and 700 
pages in colour, but if you go for the optional XL high-yield 
cartridges, you can get up to 2,500 black-and-white prints 
and 1 ,500 in colour, supposedly reducing your cost by at 
least 50 per cent.

SquareRooms headed to Malta from 
23 to 26 April to attend the 1 0^^ annual 
IFA Global Press Conference, where 
we were given a preview of the largest 
consumer electronics and home appliances 
tradeshow. Industry bellwethers also 
shared insights on what to look out for 
in these two sectors.

Lollapalooza is not your typical farm-to-table restaurant. There 
are no rustic mismatched chairs, no reclaimed wood surfaces and 
no eclectic kitsch. What you get instead is a sophisticated setting 
in neutral hues defined by white marble, unstained beechwood 
and polished copper. The dining area is divided into two sections. 
There is an 8-metre-long communal table for dining refectory- 
style.

Items are cooked in the open kitchen 
over a wood-fired oven which burns applewood all day long.

FANTASY 

If the wafting aroma of cocoa 
doesn’t entice you to step inside 
Cocoa Colony, the sight of its sleek 
metal taps dispensing rich chocolate 
sauces probably will. The cafe 
chain, known for its rich chocolate 
treats and beverages, opened its 
first outlet at Shaw Centre and 
has since expanded to Suntec City 
and The Cathay. It is set to launch 
two others at Star Vista and City 
Square Mall this month. Be sure to 
try the Amazonian Liquid Gold. The 
premium chocolate sauce dispensed 
from the taps, which comes in milk, 
dark and white variants, can be 
served as a beverage topping or a 
dip for other desserts. 




FROZEN 
DELIGHTS 

Think uber-rich ice 
cream but denser - that’s 
what frozen custards are all 
about. What you’re essentially 
getting is a dessert that is very 
thick and creamy. Because of its 
low overrun (the increase in 
volume) and high butterfat 
content, there isn’t a need 
to use a lot of sugar. Recently opened Density, 
Singapore’s first frozen custard store, uses just 
half the amount found in regular frozen yogurts. 
We like the space - which veers towards hipster 
with an industrial setting of exposed brick and 
cement walls - but we like the flavours even 
more. We just couldn’t decide between 
the intense buttered popcorn and the 
delicate yet aromatic Madagascan 
vanilla bean.

Eclectic gin bar. Copper, challenges 
curious visitors to expect more

A reticent and rather mysterious tenant just 
moved in on Jiak Chuan Road, occupying 
the space where Oriole Coffee Roasters 
used to be. There’s no name on the 
signboard, only its chemical moniker as 
listed on the periodic table - CU 29, which is quite a 
clever pun actually. 

There’s a fair amount of boldness needed to peek 
inside, as its perpetually closed doors and drawn 
drapes aren’t exactly the most inviting sight. However, 
its owners - the same people behind The Oyster Bar at 
Customs House - tell us that they do this so people will 
enter instead of glance in and walk by. It’s definitely a 
place to linger, as there’s a lot to take in with the highly 
customised steampunk-esque design. 

On the first floor - which houses a gin-centric bar 
with the largest selection of the spirit in Singapore - 
apothecary jars, insect displays and accordion lamps 
make you feel like you’re in some old-time Victorian 
movie. Of course, copper, which is used to distill gin

(hence the watering hole’s name) is prominently used 
throughout the space. It’s on the walls of the bar, the 
ceiling, and it’s even plated on drawer pulls, purposefully 
corroded to a specific shade of green that complements 
the Guatemalan marble bar counter. 

Upstairs, Copper operates a more formal restaurant 
that serves up an omakase-style meat-focused menu. 
Reservations are required for dining here as the sunset- 
hued space, which features a showstopping Murano 
crystal chandelier, only seats 20. A slim island sits in 
the middle, scorched with a blowtorch to give the piece 
character - the same treatment was also used on the 
Japanese pine tabletops downstairs. Silk drapes cover 
the ceiling, making you feel like you’re in a private and 
luxurious tent. 



Many of the curios belonged to the owners or 
were s ource d from places like Thailand. 


Not surprisingly, the same attention to detail 
extends to the food and drinks. In the kitchen, 
there’s an actual wood-burning oven to give 
dishes an authentic char. Drinks are also served 
in high-end Schott Zwiesel glasses as the owners 
believe good glasses are a necessity, like good 
sheets in a hotel. 

It’s easy to stay within your comfort zone, but 
chancing upon gems like these always spur you 
on to explore.

What do you find most 
interesting about lighting? 

You can create so many different 
atmospheres and settings. For 
example, you can create warm and 
cosy, intimate light for an exclusive 
restaurant or your home. You can 
create a festive atmosphere with 
colour-changing light, and with 
cool light, you can create a more 
serious mood. 


How is lighting used differently 
in Danish homes compared to 
the rest of the world? 

Our lighting level is quite low. Instead of 
brightening the whole room uniformly with 
downlights, we generally place light where we 
need it, without having any really dark corners. 
We often put lamps on the windowsill as we 
usually decorate our homes according to the 
daylight. We mostly place our couches, dining 
table and so on by the window. Like this, it is 
natural that we need artificial light at the same 
places we have daylight. 

What are some good tips for using 
iighting successfuiiy in a house? 

Don’t get the brightness too high, otherwise. 


RIEMER 


you need more light 
to see specific things. 
Our brain and eyes can 
work with very little 
radiance, so make sure 
that you don’t overdo 
the whole room. 

Also, many people 
use energy-saving 
bulbs for economic 
reasons (and it’s fine 
if they want to save 
energy), but if you use 
them in places where 

the light is only used for short periods - like in the 
bathroom or along the stairs - it’s nonsensical to 
install them. They often take several minutes to warm 
up, so by the time they’re at full power, you don’t 
need them anymore. 

Another thing about those bulbs is that the colour 
rendering is often poor. This means that if you are 
eating a nice steak in this light, it will look rather grey 
or brown, not red, as it actually is. 

What are some things visitors shouid do 
if they come to Denmark? 

If you dare, get a bike and ride through the city. 

You’ll see more than if going by car or bus, you can 
stop whenever you like and you don’t have to look 


for parking. Copenhagen is relatively small, so you 
can go anywhere by bike. Another thing that’s really 
nice is to do a canal tour - you see a lot of lovely 
sights in just one hour. Tivoli Gardens is somewhat 
touristy, but also really nice with beautiful flowers, 
free concerts and shows. For lighting freaks, it 
will be interesting to peek into the windows of the 
Danes. You’ll see that we have lots of low-hanging 
pendants, table lamps and light points, which give 
a very different atmosphere from what you usually 
have. The Louisiana Museum of Art is beautiful. 

It’s in a large park with nice sculptures, trees, 
small lakes etc., all overlooking the sea, and in 
the background, you can see our neighbouring 
country, Sweden.

All you need is some old furniture, a proper 
workspace, tools and the proper know-how to 
make it happen. 

Get Crafty 

Eager for a change from the ubiquity of 
bulk-buy furniture, more people are making 
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The Refinery rents out workspaces 
for various types of craftwork, 
inciuding furniture restoration, 


over old pieces to create 
something one-of-a-kind. 
For others, it could also 
be about breathing new 
life into inherited pieces 
with sentimental value, 
says Sharifah Maznah 
Syed Omar, owner of 
The Refinery Second Charm. 

“We’re definitely 
seeing a rise of craft culture in Singapore,” 
says Poh Wenxiang, an industrial designer and 
co-founder of Make Your Own. “We’ve had a 
lot of success with workshops we organise 
for the public, teaching them techniques 
they can incorporate into other crafts like 
furniture refurbishment.” 

For instance. Make Your Own recently 
organised a workshop teaching participants 
to make their own copper lamps. The bonding 
techniques learnt can be used to customise 
table frames with copper, with supporting timber 
or plywood on top. 

But if you don’t feel up to the task, you can 
always leave the refurbishing to the experts. 

Just note that the service is usually not cheap 
as few can do it well, says Sharifah. Giving some 
ballpark figures, she shares that restoration of

a small side coffee table is $150, while a retro 
1 960s armchair costs around $250. Dressers 
are about $450 while two-door wardrobes 
range around $600. For traditional Peranakan 
pieces, the price can be over a thousand 
dollars, especially if they have elaborate 
carvings or gold-leafed finishings. 

It might sound steep, but you’ll definitely 
be getting good value for your money. “It’s not 
easy to do projects like this,” says Wenxiang. 
“You need the space to sand wood, reupholster 
fabrics, and so on.” 

David Ditcham, founder of Barossa 
Furnishings, agrees. “My entire business is 
restoring furniture, and it is extremely involved 
work,” says David. “For people to do their

own restoration, they will need a workshop, 
power tools, lacquers, colours, and varnishes, 
and a ventilator extractor system. They will 
also require knowledge of carpentry and 
finishing processes.” 

And because most Singaporeans live 
in apartments, it may not be practical, 
or safe, for them to do full furniture 
restorations themselves. 

“Because of the amount of dust created 
in sanding preparation, and the use of 
varnishes and lacquers, home restoration 


is not recommended, particularly with 
children around,” David advises. 

Even without a workshop of your 
own, it’s possible to rent a workspace 
if you feel up to tackling a personal 
restoration project. 

The Refinery, at Jalan Besar, rents out 
workspaces starting at $300 per month, 
including drinks, snacks, and Wi-Fi access. 
Home-Fix houses an XPC workshop at its 
headquarters, offering workspace rental at 
$20 per day or $1 20 per month.

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Save Money: and the Earth 

Whether you have a piece of old furniture 
passed down from your family, or purchase it at 
a second-hand market, you can get more bang 
for your buck by restoring it, rather than buying 
a brand new piece. 

However, restoring furniture doesn’t always 
mean you’ll save money. It depends on the 
quality of furniture you have, according to 
Jann Chan, founder of furniture and upholstery 
company Jazz It Up by Jann. 

“It’s a misconception that reupholstering 
is always the cheaper option,” says Jann. 
“Remember that you’re paying for labour and 


fabric costs. If your couch is a good quality one, 
it’s worth the investment; but if not, you may be 
better off buying a mass-market 
brand couch.” 

It’s also more eco-conscious to find ways 
to recycle our old furniture, as discarded pieces 
often end up in the incinerator as waste. 

“Generally, there’s more awareness 
now that recycling is important,” says 
Greg Swyny, founder of The Woodwork 
Initiative, which specialises in carpentry and 
restoration projects. 

“In our grandmothers’ time, there was 
a general sense of ‘out with the old and in

Don’t be afraid to shine a flashlight 
into narrow openings, and check 
for bugs with a magnifying glass. 
Upholstered items, such as 
couches, are more likely to house 
these pesky parasites.

Ultimately, the joy of restoring furniture means 
you’ll be left with a truly unique piece - and the sky’s 
the limit when it comes to personalising. 

“Some of my customers reupholster couches and 
choose one colour for one arm, and a different colour 
for the other!” says Jann. “It’s really up to you to 
make it your own.” 



Redoing your sofa 

Fixing up chairs is one of 
the most popular requests, 
so how much can you 
expect to pay? 

Depending on the fabric 
chosen, a three-seater sofa 
costs upwards of $700 to 
reupholster, and the price 
can run into the thousands 
for larger pieces and more 
premium fabrics. 

For wooden furniture, a 
simple varnishing and touch-up 
job costs about $200, with more 
complex restoration projects 
costing up to $3,000 or more, 
depending on the type of wood 
and complexity of the job.

DO: 

■ THINK SIMPLE BUT DRAMATIC. 
Start with vases that have 

a narrow opening and that 
flare outwards at the base 
-they are easier to fill. 

Choose stalks with a single 
flower and leaf, but make the 
arrangement voluminous. That 
will easily create a natural and 
elegant look. 

■ CONSIDER FLOWER CHOICES TO 
HELP YOUR ARRANGEMENT LAST 

Go for blooms with thicker, 
more succulent petals and 
hardier stems. They have better 
longevity. Some examples 
include lily, anthurium, ginger, 
and chrysanthemum to name 
a few. If you prefer a softer, 
more romantic look, eustomas, 
alstroemerias and darker 
coloured hydrangeas can last 
four to five days with daily 
trimming and changes of water. 



PONT: 

■ GO FOR CLICHE COMBIS, A gOOd 
visual pairing are roses with 
alstroemerias, chrysanthemums 
with eustomas. You can also try 
a mixture of long flowers such 
as matthiolas and delphiniums 
or go for different orchid types 
in a single colour scheme. 

■ BE TOO ‘SAFE’ WITH 
PLACEMENTS. Common spaces 
to display arrangements are 
entrances or foyers, living and 
dining rooms. However, any 
area where there’s no direct 
sunlight is suitable. For example, 
the bathroom is a nice but 
unexpected place to hold 

fresh flowers.

Concentrate on creating an irregular, 
organic shape while giving the 
arrangement more room to breathe. 
Then allow lines - such as a flowering 
branch - to extend outwards. 

■ ADD TEXTURE. A really simple way 
to create visual interest in your 
centrepiece is to add textural details 
to it. It could be waxy succulents, ball- 
like billy buttons or blue thistles with 
their spiky needles. Think of them as 
that conversation piece that jazzes up 
your home decor.

To start, determine whether your 
garden would be indoors or 
outdoors. Ideally, you would want 
somewhere with a few hours of direot 
sunlight, Baloonies and oorridor spaoes 
are great options. 


Next, souroe for a oontainer. 

Any plastio one will do, but 
oreate some holes at the bottom 
for drainage, A good size would be 
around 50om by 50om, Do make sure 
the oontainers won’t leak ohemioals 
like BPA, 


For beginners, herbs are a good 
ohoioe. Mint, basil and Indian 
borage are resilient and easy 
to maintain. If you want a bit of oolour, 
try Japanese lettuoe. For the more 
adventurous, brinjal and bayam spinaoh 
are also good for beginners but those 
tend to only thrive outdoors. 


It is reoommended that you 
don’t start growing from 
seeds. Buy grown plants from 
looal nurseries and start your kitohen 
garden with them. They are a lot 
easier - and less disappointing - 
for a first-time farmer. 


Soil seleotion is egually 
important. Choose mixed 
soil with egual amounts 
of Olay, sand and oompost. 

Go for those that have organio 
matter in them.

In ideal situations, you would be able to grow your own food in a 
big, open space. But reality is not perfect, so the folks at Edible 
Garden City have come up with an indoor solution for your kitchen 
garden. Now your plants can grow - and thrive - just by using LED 
strip lights in place of daylight. Having experimented with LED tubes 
and conventional grow lights, they’ve found that LED strips - rolls 
of light-emitting diodes, which you can find in any hardware store - 
work best because of their ability to channel the light source more 
directly and evenly onto plants. These luminaires run on just 12V so 
they don’t take up much power. For the best growing conditions, leave 
the lights on for 12 hours daily and let your plants take a breather from 
the “sun” for the rest of the time.

Suspending plants from the ceiling is one way to 
make use of vertioal spaoe, But why grow them 
right-side up when turning them around has a 
plethora of benefits? In this form of gardening, the 
plants don't oome into direot oontaot with the soil, 
eliminating problems like soil-borne insects and 
diseases. Just get a bucket, poke holes through 
the bottom, and push the plant roots through 
openings from the outside before finally putting 
in soil. As the plants are allowed to hang freely, 
it's particularly useful to grow types that typically 
reguire structural support. This is also a great idea 
if you're thinking of having your own kitchen herb 
garden - it'll be easier to reach the herbs you'll 
need in your culinary undertakings. 

Foliage options: bird's nest fern, eluh moss, 
tomatoes, and ereeper herbs like thyme 
and oregano 



If you’re hanging pots right- 
side up, you can grow plants 
on both ends to create an extra 
productive planter. Just make 
sure both plants have similar 
growing requirements.

Instead of curtains, why not deck out your windows 
with hanging planters? Plants that cascade beautifully 
downwards when they grow are great choices. Do 
determine first how much sunlight actually comes 
in, as it will heavily influence your plant selection. 

In general, these plants will get exposed to a good 
amount of sunlight, so go for hardy ones that can 
take, or actually require, all that sunshine. 

Foliage options: tillandsia if there’s no direet 
sunlight and herbs like basil that need the sun 
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inside out 

A luxuriant green wall will have your interiors 
looking and feeling like the outdoors. 

Whilst they are more eommonly found in 
eommereial buildings, smaller seale vertieal 
gardens ean still find a plaee in homes. It's 
important to seleet a spot that has plenty 
of sunlight and ventilation. If there's an 
irrigation system in plaee, there isn't really a 
need to water the plants yourself. However,

Unlike terrariums, 
where a variety of plants are used, these 
moss terrariums only use one plant type. 
The designers at Mossimoto recommend 
using Holland Pillow moss as they seem to 
survive better. Here are three reasons why 
moss is boss:

Having a terrarium is like having an 
entire garden in the palm of your hand, 
albeit a mini (and spaoe-saving) one of 
oourse. Try to keep to three to four plant 
varieties so that your jar doesn't look like 
an overgrown jungle. To start, oreate a 
drainage layer at the bottom with pebbles 
or oharooal.

In-house Designer of IKEA 

He’s the designer who created one of IKEA’s signature lighting 
fixtures, the dandelion-inspired lamp, Maskros. Back in 2006, 
Marcus and his wife were at a lake one day and he noticed the 
windblown dandelion seeds flying around. The structure of the 
floret has beautiful architecture on its own, Marcus explains, and 
that’s where the spark for his idea came from. 

Since coming onboard in 2005, Marcus has loved every minute 
of his career, sharing that he hopes his designs will stay in IKEA’s 
range as classics that are “cheap enough, good enough and 
appealing enough.” It motivates him to know that there are always 
better ways of doing things, and this has always been the starting 
point of all his work. 

At IKEA, wood has always been dear and familiar to the 
company. Light-coloured varieties like pine, spruce and birch have 
long dominated the scene with the brand’s furniture, but Marcus has a new dining 
and cooking collection named Skogsta (available August 2015) which will be IKEA’s 
first time using acacia wood for indoor wares. 

Marcus shared that the whole log is used in the production - both the blonde 
sapwood and the core - letting the light and dark tones mix and add character to 
the designs. This approach also optimises use of material. So far, this sustainable 
collection has been highlighted by global sales leaders as being the second with the 
most potential. Would anyone be able to refuse it when the line has been built to age 
with grace and last for a long time? 
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- reflects this in its design by making it 
easier to transport food across different 
spaces in a home. 

In April 201 6, the furniture giant will be 
expanding this collection with the Vardagen 
line. Unlike the IKEA 365+ range, which has 
a modern and minimalistic aesthetic, the 
Vardagen collection is inspired by traditional 
and timeless craftsmanship, adding a subtle 
touch of character.

The apartment was to be a permanent home for his 
family, who were planning to settle down in Singapore. 
One of the main challenges Angela faced during the 
design process was the reconfiguration of the layout 
as there were a lot of structural technicalities that 
had to be taken into account. The original plan had 
four bedrooms, which were reduced to three after 
converting the smallest room into a walk-in wardrobe. 

Another major renovation work involved turning the 
dry kitchen into a dining area so that the living room 
could be bigger. Before, the living and dining rooms 
shared an open-plan space. The facilities that came 
with the dry kitchen were moved to the wet kitchen, 
and in their place are storage cabinets hidden behind 
bronzed tinted mirrors. An indented niche was carved 
out for the owner to feature one of his sculptures. 

To appeal to the homeowner’s fondness for wood, 
Angela adopted ash wood for the wood surfaces in the 
home. These were stained dark for a more exclusive 
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Meadow cylinder

look. In the living room, the grand TV feature wall is 
made up of ash wood with full-length bronzed tinted 
mirrors at the sides.

Like the master bedroom, the junior suite comes 
with its en suite, but what’s particularly striking is the 
photo feature wall just above the bed, which comprises 
black-and-white images that Angela sourced herself. In 
the master suite, Angela did up a stunning tall headboard 
made from luxe materials like leather and velvet.

Designer 
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he brief from the young couple to 
their designer was simple: make it 
fun and colourful. There were many 
ways one could go with this - most 
notably the Scandinavian direction - 
but the designer at Distinct Identity wanted to do 
something different and thus proposed a Lego 
theme inspired by the Danish brick toys instead. 
This was also in part because he was a Lego 
collector himself. He shared the inspiration with 
the pair, who was sold on the idea immediately 
even though the designer revealed that he has 
never done this before. 

The only issue with this theme was that 
the space could end up looking too much like 


a preschool, which was why he decided to 
incorporate industrial features for an edgier vibe. 

In the living room for instance, wire meshes were 
layered underneath a wooden criss-cross design 
feature, while metal sheets were used to cover 
the wall behind the TV. These elements provide 
additional textures and character amidst the 
wood surfaces. 

An industrial home is not complete without 
the requisite brick wall. Here, it acts as a feature 
for the dining area. To tie both themes together, 
the designer painted the white CraftStone bricks in 
bright hues to reflect the iconic Lego shades, but 
it was given an unfinished look that extended to 
the top beam of the kitchen entrance.

Other Lego elements include the actual toy 
bricks being painstakingly laid on the top of the TV 
console by the designer himself over the course of 
two weeks. Dining chairs were also chosen based 
on Lego hues, while brightly coloured glass blocks 
were stacked together to block the view of the 
main door from the inside. 

As the flat wasn’t very big, space-saving 
features were particularly important. The designer 
created a modular drawer for the TV console that 
could act as a coffee table when the need arises. 


A raised platform was also erected to demarcate 
the living from the dining. It was created higher than 
usual - about 20cm - so that the homeowners could 
store their wine collection beneath. 

Inside, Lego bricks make their reappearance at 
the side of the custom-built desk in the study. The 
room went for boxy silhouettes, contrasting with 
the longer and narrower strips used in the master 
bedroom. The earthier hues in the bedchamber, as 
opposed to the vivid colours throughout the home, 
lend a comforting ambiance to this room for rest.

While she thought the HDB renovations she’d 
seen were nice, she didn’t like that they all tended 
to look quite similar, featuring rather standard built- 
in cabinetry and layouts. After sharing her thoughts 
with a few designers, she felt Jonathan Poh of 
Studio JP stood out the most. She liked that he’d 
paid close attention to her brief, providing solutions 
and design suggestions tailored to her needs right 
from his first pitch - something some experts are 
uncomfortable sharing at the start. 

Even though his concept meant that she had to 
knock down almost every room in her house, driving 
up the cost and time needed, the owner “didn’t 
mind a bit” as it meant she would have a huge living 
space to share with her family. 

After the initial meeting, the designer came 
by the home she was occupying then to view 
her furnishings and gain an appreciation of her 
style. Despite the fact that his works were usually 
less colourful, the perceptive designer ended up 
choosing the colour of one of her Chinese chests as 
the hue for the living room feature wall, something 
the owner appreciated. “I’m glad he took to my love 
for colours, and also suggested ideas that are more 
me than him,” she explained.

Once permits were settled and work started, the 
wall creating a recess at the entrance was among 
the first things to come down. This was quickly 
followed by the demolition of a room adjoining 
the hall, immediately creating a cavernous living 
room. Jonathan later rebuilt the room for the 
owner’s father further inside, with the door facing 
the window. To increase the space and hide the 
door to the children’s room, he extended the walls 
lengthwise into a wide corridor that was initially 
meant as a dining area. The dining zone was then 
repositioned perpendicularly, so it now sits behind 
the generous four-seater sofa in the living room. 

Although the smaller house meant the children 
no longer had a study, Jonathan suggested 
constructing a long table at the end of the hall 


for them to work at. Knowing that the owner was 
not a fan of excessive cabinetry, he came up with 
a “subtle and functional” design that ultimately 
won her over. Although the owner was initially 
apprehensive about his plans for blocking half of the 
full-height windows, she concedes that it “worked 
well eventually as it hides the air-con compressor on 
the ledge and at the same time, provides additional 
concealed storage below the desks.” 

Unfortunately, due to the layout of the flat, the 
door to the master bedroom is viewable from the 
hall, but it was moved towards the study to make 
it less conspicuous. Inside, the generous wardrobe 
holds the owner’s “vast collection” of clothes, 
accessories and her Birkins. But what’s really neat 
is that her washroom is concealed behind one of

those doors, creating a secret sanctuary that houses 
a rather unique glass bathtub. She also splurged 
on Philippe Starck tiles and fittings here, giving the 
white-hued space more style and dimension. 

She did however get to save on cost by 
switching from having oak - laid out in a 
herringbone design - to wooden porcelain tiles 
across the home. As much as she was fixated on 
the oak, things never seemed to work out with 
suppliers and timing. The alternative was suggested 
by Terry Tan, owner Rice Fields, which specialises in 
European Tiles. As he was an old friend, she trusted 
his recommendation and says it’s a decision she’d 
“never regret”. “Maintenance is a breeze and I am 
never fearful of an overly scratched floor. I could 
walk freely in my stilettos if I wanted to.”
